mud and lying on the rack bottom 
of the river. Capt Wuhan Lourcey,

ADJUST THE TOLL RATES OVER 


ORMONO BRIDGE AND GRANT 


COMPANY LICENSE. 
At the regular meeting of the board 
of county commissioners held at De- 
Land Monday evening, W. D. Brad- 
sbaw, of Daytona, was re-appointed 
road superintendent for a period of 
two years, dating from the first day 
of July 
Mr. Bradshaw is to receive 


a salary of $200 per month, he 
to 
furnish IB own automobile and pay 
its running expenses. Commissioners 
Fisher, Maley and Harden voted for 
the appointment of Mr. Bradshaw and 
Commissioners Murray and 
Cade 
against him. 
Jerome D. Maley, the new commis- 
sioner trom the Fourth district, pre- 
sented his commission from 
Gov- 
ernor Trammell and took part In the 
business of the meeting. Mr. Maley 
was appointed as a member of the 
finance committee and poor house 
committee, the same positions held 
by 
former commissioner 
William 
Jackson, whom he succeeded. 


Road Commissioner Bradahaw sub- 
mitted bis report as follows: 


'I beg leave to report to you as 
follows: 
District No. 1.—Repairs to bridges 
on Osteen-Sanford road, also progress 
shelling on same- through 
Holden 
Prairie, 1060 yards ot shell spread on 
Orange City-Beck's Ferry road. 


'District 
No 
2—completion of 
bridges and grades on DeLand-New 
Smyrna road, with the exception ot 
right of way and grading from the 
west end of old grade to junction of 
DeLand-Lake Helen road with pine 
straw. Rebuilding 
ot bridges on 


DeLand-Daytona road from 
middle 
stockade to the east district line. 


District No. 4.—Ditches completed 


on DeLand-Daytona road front Tomo- 
ka to Rimer ridge; all bridges rebuilt 
on same from Tiger Bay to Daytona 
with the exception ot three; about 
nine mites of surface repairing on 
same; have stopped hauilng on road 
and am hauling about 100 yards of 
marl a day from pit to high land 
where it will be available in rainy 
season; have had some repairs made 
on shell road on John Anderson high- 
way between Mount Zlon and Smith 
creek bridge. 


"District No. 5.—Have inspected 


Midge over Spruce creek on Port 
Orange and Indian Springs road and 
find same in bad condition; advise 
that same be repaired or abandoned, 
as It Is in a dangerous condition; 
have Inspected bridges over Spruce 
creek and Rose Bay on Daytona-New 
Smyrna road and find same in very 
bad condition, as I have reported be- 
Fore, and recommend that same have 
immediate attention; report progress 
on right of way and grade on New 
Smyrna-DeLand road, think same can 
be completed to New Smyrna-Indian 
Springs road In about 45 days." 


Another Import piece of business 
transacted by the commissioners was 
the granting of a license to operate a 
toll bridge across the Halifax river at 
Ortnond to the Florida East Coast 
Railway company and fixing the rates 
of toll to be charged.

NEW SURVEY OF CYPRESS 


SWAMP LAND BEING MADE. 


MIAMI,- July ».—Believing that the 


great cypress swamp of between 
a 


million and a half and two million 
acres in extent, which lies west ot 
the Everglades, Is an Inseparable part 
of the drainage district of the Flor- 
da peninsula and that that great for- 
est may prove to be a territory eqnal- 
y as valuable as the Everglades, the 
state drainage commission is taking 
steps to make a thorough survey of 
t and a surveying party of fourteen 
men is now Hearing the weat coast, 
laving penetrated the heart of the 
great swamp. 


Although some of the oldest set- 


tlements in the United States are lo- 
cated In Florida, Caere are still some 
parts ot this state that are yet un- 
eprplored, and the cypress swamp is 
one of these. It Is said that no com- 
plete report, or a report that In any 
way tended to be comprehensive, has 
ever been made of this territory. 
Hunters ihave brought back the re- 
>ort that the cypress timber of that 
section Is as fine -as can be found any 
where in the world. 
The wealth 


wbldb the opening up of such a large 
'orest 
of valuable timber 
would 


bring to the state Is believed to be 
great, and acting on this belief the 
commission is bending every effort 
o obtain complete data upon it, and 
will include its findings in its gen- 
eral report upon the drainage dig- 
rict of Florida. 
Enormous difficulties 
were pre- 


sented to the surveyors 
as 
they 


planned for this undertaking. Near- 
y one hundred miles were to 
be 


traversed, much of 
the 
distance 


hrough a forest and swamp, covered 
with water in most places from two 
o five feet In depth. Only meagre 
details as to how the party baa fared 
n its arduous journey have 
been 


earned by the Miami office, but it Is 
believed that the engineers are now 
tear the west coast. 


Up until the present the attention 


if the state has been turned to drain 
ige of tihe Everglades proper, aad 
with the exception of the connection 
f the Caloosahatchee 
river

Lake Okeechobee by a canal in the 
extreme northern pan of the terri- 
orr to which the drainage commls- 
ion is now turning Its attention, no 
work has been done or plans laid for 
ho reclamation of the swamp.

cent of the rainfall on the Ever- 


glades which, runs off across tola 
wamp must be accurately determin- 
ed, according to these engineers, as 
well as the run-off In other direc- 
tions, and the effect that a heavy 
rainfall on the swamp would have 
upon the Everglades, should they be 
drained, must needs be known.

Each 
creed shows a slightly different image 
of God, but all picture Hiai as a most 
atrocious character, more hideous by 
far than are the Idols of heathendom '

NEW SURVEY OF CYPRESS 


SWAMP LAND BEING MADE. 


MIAMI,- July 9.—Believing that the 


great cypress cwamp of between 
a 


million and a half and two million 
acres in extent, which lies west of 
the Everglades, Is an Inseparable part 
of the drainage district of the Flor- 
ida peninsula, and that that great for- 
est may prove to be a territory equal- 
ly as valuable as the Everglades, the 
state drainage commission is taking 
steps to make a thorough survey of 
it and a surveying party of fourteen 
men is now Hearing the west coast, 
having penetrated the heart of the 
great swamp. 


Although some of the oldest set- 


tlements in the United States are lo- 
cated in Florida, Chore are still some 
parts of this state that are yet un- 
eixplored, and the cypress swamp Is 
one of these. It is said that no com- 
plete report, or a report that In any 
Way tended to be comprehensive, has 
ever been made of this territory. 
Hunters Slave brought back the re- 
port that the cypress timber of that 
section Is as fine 'as can be found any 
where in the world. 
The wealth 


wbldh the opening up of such a large 
forest 
of valuable 
tlmb«r 
would 


bring to the state is believed to be 
great, and acting on this belief the 
commission is bending every effort 
to obtain complete data upon it, and 
will include its findings In its gen- 
eral report upon the drainage dis- 
trict of Florida.
